The Governors, Alternate Governors, and Heads of the 
Organisations shall eniov, during their stay in India for the 
Annual Meetings of the Organisations, the same facilities as 
are accorded to the beads of diplomatic missions, with the 
status of Ambassador or Minister Plenipotentiary. 

Tlie advisers of Governors, the Executive Directors and their 
Altenates, and the Virr Presidents of the I.B.R.D. and I.F.C. 
and the Deputy Managing Director of the I.M.F, shall enjoy 
during their stay In India the status accorded to the heads 
of Missions in India of the United Nations and its Specialised 
Agencies attending the Meetings as contained in the Ministry 
of External Affairs’ Notification No, 55-UNI, dated 21st 
February 1950. 

The representatives of members and officials of the 
Organisations of Indian Nationality shall be accorded the 
same privileges and immunities as are enjoyed in India by 
similar representatives and officials of the United Nations and 
its Specialised Agencies.
